NEVADA AND CHINESE EXCLUSION 


N 


O matter ho\v muoh any Xevadan may admire Roose- 


velt personally he cannot but condemn the attitude 


of the national administration on the Chinese question. 
\Ve all know how .Taft and the 7>rebident himself declared 
themselves In favor of a modification of the Chinese Ex- 
clusion act—and any one who has given any attention to 
the matter knows that modification means nullification. 
But the attitude of the administration is more clearly in- 
dicated by the fact that the Chinese ambassador at Wash- 
ington is an active and open participator in and abettor 
of the boycott on American goods and that our government 
has maile no sign to indicate Its disapproval of his actions 
in this matter. If the representative at Washington of any 
other n.ition in the world were to engage in assisting a 
boycott against American goods how long would he last." 
About long enough for a cable message to go and come. 
we apprehend. But it seems that this Chinaman. Chentunt^ 
Liang Chang, is permitted to do as he pleases and Messrs 
Rooseve't and Root ha\e notlnng to say. 


Of course we know that the manufactuiers and tlie 


n.oney power of the east aie fighting for the modification 
or abolition of the exclusion act, and we also know that 
when it tomes to a. nuestion of V. all street and the west, 
the west has always gotten the worst of it. But for all 
that it is the privilege and the duty of the w<'8t to protest 
against a policy that means ruin to the welfare of the 
Pacific Coast laboring man. And while Nevada is not so 
vitally concerned in this matter as is California, our con- 
cern is vital enough to cause us to view with the most ex- 
treme apprehension any relaxation in the keeping up of 
the bars against the Invasion of the yellow hordes, from 
China. And it is the duty of Nevada to acquaint the na- 
tional administration with the fact that we not only do not 
approve of any aleration or modification of the Chinese 
Exclusion Act, but that we resent the attitude of that ad- 
ministration toward exclusion as indicated by the Taft let- 
ter and the retention in his position as ambassador at 
Washington of such a boycott-organizer and anti-exclu- 
sion agitator as Chentung Liang Chang.
